WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Despite 
the nation-wide campaign to re- 
strict the sale of firearms, there 
was almost a three fold increase in 
the purchases of pistols and re- 
volvers during the first seven 

*+months of the current fiscal year, 
according to a report issued today 
by the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

Collections of excise taxes on the 
sale of these weapons totaled $272,- 
555 in the seven months ended 
Jan. 31, compared with $94,011 for 
the sanfe period of the previous 
year, an increase of $178,544. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported that exports of these fire- 
arms had decreased. It was taken 
for granted by officials, therefore, 
that the large increase in sales was 
for domestic use.

The 
hearing today, however, gave ample 
evidence of a feeling on the part of 
both wets and drys that a crisis was 
approaching in the prohibition issue. 

It became known as the hearing 
was getting under way that the Re- 
publican leaders of the Legislature 
virtually had abandoned every 
thought of using party pressure to 
put the dry enforcement bill through 
in the Assembly. A survey of the 
Senate situation is said to have con- 
vinced them that even if the bill 
should be put through in the Lower 
House, it would meet its Waterloo 
in the Senate. 

‘‘President Hoover is the only per- 
son in the United States who can 
make the Senate dry,’’ was the way 
one of the Republican leaders put it. 

With an aggressiveness that at 
times verged upon bitterness, the 
wet and dry battle was fought at the 
joint hearing this afternoon before 
the two legislative committees. 

At one stage of the contention tur- 
moil arose Senator Thomas C. 
Brown of Schenectady, sponsor for 
the dry bill in the upper house, ac-

the State dry enforcement bill also 
came in for vigorous attack. 

The wets contended that the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment placed no obiiga- 
tion upon the Legislature of any 
State to enact a dry enforcement 
measure. The ys urged that the 
States had the power to do so, and 
the obvious necessity had created 
such an obligation, even though it 
was not contained in so many words 
in the text of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment.

Charges Falsification of Records. 


That part of the presentment deal- 
ing with the falsification of records 
by merely copying narcotic cases re- 
corded at local Police Headquarters 
is as follows: 

“Beginning in April, 1929, 
was for several months 
padding of the record of the local 
Federal narcotic office in New York 
City in the following manner: The 
agent in charge directed two agents 
of the local office to go to Police 
eadquarters and copy the records 
of cases made by the Police Depart- 
ment of the city of New York—cases 
which did not represent violations 
of the Federal narcotic law (to wit, 
the Harrison law or the Miller-Jones 
act) and with which the Federal nar- 
cotic office and Federal narcotic 
agents had had nothing whatever to 
do. 

“Each one of these cases was 
thereupon given a file number in the 
local narcotic office, and each one 
was thereupon separately reported 
to the narcotic office in Washington 
according to a form which gave the 
said file number, the initials of the 
New York office, and stated that: 
‘Under even date Narcotic Agent 
addi (naming a certain Federal 
narcotic agent) ‘submitted the fol- 
lowing report .......’ 

‘There then followed a detailed re- 
port of the circumstances of the case 
as given on the police records of the 
city of New York. At the conclu- 
sion of the form the Federal agent 
in whose name it purported to be 
made out, was represented as mak- 
ing a ‘recommendation’ of ‘prosecu- 
tion,’ and this ‘recommendation’ was 
then followed by these words: ‘This 
office concurs in the above recom- 
mendation,’ and signed by the nar- 
cotic agent in charge. 


Finds 354 “Padded” Cases. 


“This practice continued for four 
months during the middle of 1929 and 
resulted in padding the records of 
the New York office by .some 354 
cases. The forms sent in as afore- 
said to the Washington office were 
false in that the New York Federal 
narcotic agents had had nothing 
whatever to do with any one of the 
said cases, and in that the agent in 
whose name the report was sent in 
to Washington had not made any 
such report at all, had not made any 
such recommendation. and did not 
even know of the existence of the re 
port to which his name was attached 

“The names of the agents so at 
tached to the said 354 cases and rep 
resented in the said forms as the re 
porting agents, were arbitrarily so 
attached and represented, without 
the knowledge of the agents them 
selves. The names of about a score 
of agents in the New York office 
were thus arbitrarily used, with the 
result that not only were the rec-

Sought to Better Record. 


“That the purpose of the foregoing 
practice was to better the record of

This practice had its origin in an 
order telephoned from the Washing- 
ton narcotic office to the New York 
office, and we think it significant 
that, although orders to the New 
York office were customarily in 
writing, this particular order was 
telephoned. 

“The said assistant deputy com- 
missioner testified that in telephon- 
ing the order he did not approve of 
it, but was acting under orders from 
the deputy commissioner. The lat- 
ter denied that he gave any other

“We feel that this practice was 
grossly improper. It misrepresented 
the true facts and created a false 
record as to the accomplishments of 
the New York office and its agents 
and of the narcotic service itself.

BAUMES ACT USED |

Amended State Health Law Is | 
Invoked to Bring Seller

A new procedure for the prosecu- 
tion of narcotic cases which subjects 
convicted offenders to the rigors of 
the Baumes law, was put into effect | 
in Brooklyn yesterday for the first | 
time. Both State and Federal au-| 
thorities cooperated in invoking a 
recently amended State law which | 
will result in speedier trials, severer | 
sentences, and in the case of fourth 
offenders, life imprisonment. 

The defendant was Anthony Bruno | 
of 237 East 111th Street, Brooklyn, 
who was ¢@onvicted in fifteen min- 
utes by a jury in the Kings County 
Court of selling narcotics as a felony 
under the State public health law. 

Bruno is alleged to have had a} 
prior felony conviction which, if he

will subject him to a minimum sen- 
tence of ten years in Sing Sing. Had 
he been prosecuted in the Federal 
courts his conviction would have re- 
sulted in a much lighter sentence 
and the alleged prior conviction 
would not have counted.

He asserted that they had 
sought a rate of 40 per cent ad va- 
lorem on cheese and_ substitutes, 
whereas he believed this to be inade- 
quate.

distribution of wholesome beer con- 
taining 2.75 per cent alcohol by 
weight. 

I have written a letter to Mr. 
Hon. George W. Wickersham, 
of the commission, a copy of which 
I enclose, urging that favorable 
action be taken on this subject. 

It is a matter of such grave im- 
portance to our people that I hope 
you will favor an investigation of 
this necessary change.

Text of Letter to Wickersham. 
The letter to Mr. Wickersham is as 
follows: 

Mr. George W. Wickersham, Chair- 
man, National Law Observance and 
Enforcement Commission, 

Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir: I understand that at 
the session of the National Law 
Observance and Enforcement Com- 
mission March 5 the question of 
modifying the Volstead act to per- 
mit the manufacture and sale of 
beer containing 2.75 per cent alco- 
hol by weight will be considered. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor at its conventions in 1919, 1921, 
1923 and 1927 pointed out the de- 
plorable conditions that would 
come and had come from the en- 
forcement of the Volstead act. It 
was contended that the manufac- 
ture, saleand distribution of whole- 
some beer containing 2.75 per cent 
alcohol by weight would bring 
about true temperance. : 

There are many reasons why the 
most careful consideration should 
be given this subject, as it means 
much to millions of our people. 

If the Volstead act were modified 
to permit the manufacture and sale 
of 2.75 per cent beer, it would af- 
ford employment to thousands of 
wage earners in a great number of 

industries. 

Prior to national prohibition, the 
brewing industry consumed ap- 
proximately 2,500,000 tons of coal 
each year, and the re-establish- 
ment of the industry would give 
employment to thousands of mine 
workers, including thousands of 
men employed in the transporta- 
tion of the coal from the mines to 
its destination, and a large number 
of teamsters that would be re- 
quired to deliver it from the coal 
yards to the consumers. 


Would Need 50,000 Freight Cars. 

The transportation of 2,500,000 
tons of coal would require approxi- 
mately 50,000 railroad cars. 

The report of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1918, shows 
that 950,000 tons of grain and other 
material were used in breweries. 


To transport this raw material 
would require approximately 60,000 
railroad cars. 

In addition, some 20,000 cars were 
used in the transportation of the 
finished product from breweries 
to their destination. The move- 
ment of these products required a 
great number of railroad employes, 
and gave additional employment in 
the upkeep of freight cars. 

These two industries are basic 
industries, the employes of which 
have been materially affected with 
unemployment. 

The rehabilitation of the brewing 
industry would set in motion em- 
ployment for metal tradesmen of 
all crafts. New machinery would 
have to be installed in the hun- 
dreds of the breweries that have 
been closed down and dismantled, 
as well as the few plants that are 
still operating as cereal beverage 
plants, whose machinery is obso- 
lete and would require replace- 
ment. 

Thousands of building tradesmen 
of all crafts, such as carpenters 
and bricklayers, cement finishers, 
painters, plumbers, plumbers’ help- 
ers, steamfitters and steamfitters’ 
helpers, electrical workers and 
sheet-metal workers, as well as 
coppersmiths, would find employ- 
ment at reconstruction work, in- 
cluding thousands who would be 
retained the year around as main- 
tenance men. 


Sees Work for Glass Blowers. 


Millions of bottles would be re- 
quired to distribute the product 
and would give employment to a 
great number of glass bottle blow- | 
ers. Thousands of boxes and car- 
tons would be required to market 
the product, thus giving employ- 
ment to thousands of men engaged 


in industries manufacturing boxes 
and paper cartons. 

Cooperage needed for the market- 
ing of the product would afford 
employment to approximately 100,- 
000 men engaged as _ brewers, 
drivers, bottlers, engineers, fire- 
men, maltsters and clerical help. 

It is true that during the first 
few years of national prohibition 
when the country enjoyed an ab- 
normal era of prosperity, workers 
in these industries were absorbed 
without any noticeable effect on 
other trades and callings. 

Immediately after the World War 
our industries were flourishing, 
supplying their wares to the war- 
ridden people of Europe, while the 
industries of their countries had 
not been able to re-establish them- 
selves. That condition has changed, 
and we no longer have an outlet 
for our production to the European 
countries.

Market for Farm Products. 
In addition to the effects on in- 


dustrial workers, we cannot over- 
look the fact that farm products, 
such as barley, corn, wheat, rice, 
hops and rye, which are used in 
the production of beer, would ma- 
terially help our farm situation. 
It is estimated that prior to nation- 
al prohibition, $110,000,000 worth of 
farm products were used annually 
by the brewing industry, and the 
by-product, consisting of cereals 
from which beer is produced, was 
in urgent demand by dairymen 
and used in the feeding of cattle. 

Modification of the Volstead act 
to permit the manufacture and sale 
of a wholesome beer, 2.75 per cent 
alcholic content by weight, and its 
food value, would go a long way 
to pacify the great mass of our 
people and make possible the 
enforcement of the Eighteenth 
Amendment against hard liquor. 

Beer is a brewed product, fer- 
mented by nature, and should 
never have been classed with a 
distilled product. 

I hope the National Law Ob- 
servance and Enforcement Com- 
mission will give earnest considera- 
tion to the question of modifica- 
tion of the Volstead act, in the in- 
terest of the good and welfare of 
our people.

Judge Coleman pointed out that in 
Miss Suratt’s play Mary Magdalene 
was the moving spirit while in ‘‘The 
King of Kings’’ she was only an in- 
cidental character, presented to 
show the uplifting influence and 
charity of Christ. 

The court said that Miss Suratt 
claimed as original the fixing of the 
suicide of Judas after the crucifixion 
and not before. Judge Coleman said 
he had read the New Testament 
sccount of the hanging of Judas and 
thought that the allusion to it before 
‘he narrative of the crucifixion was 
for the purpose of disposing of 
Judas, who actually committed sui- 
cide after the crucifixion. He as- 
serted that in this respect he saw no 
evidence of copying. Mr. Leisure in- 
sisted that a reading of the ‘‘shooting 
script’ of ‘“‘The King of Kings”’ 
would show plagiarism, and Judge 
Coleman promised to read it. He 
said he could not see any actionable 
similarity between the two plays. 

One of the witnesses was Harrison 
R. Steeves, Professor of Literature 
at Columbia University, who testified 
that he believed there was much 
original matter in the plaintiff's 
manuscript. 

In the court room was the Rev. Dr. 
Randolph Ray, rector of the Little 
Church Around the Corner, who had 
come to testifv for Miss Suratt. Dr. 
Ray had blessed Miss Suratt’s play 
at the 1925 Easter service in his 
church because he believed her work

Grandi, Presenting Memorandam | 
to Journalists, Declares ‘It 
Contains Nothing New.’

LONDON, Feb. 19.—The eagerly 
awaited Italian memorandum, stat- 
ing Italy’s position in the naval con- 
ference, which Signor Grandi, para- 
phrasing the question put to Mr. 
Stimson, defined as ‘‘a document uf 
faith, hope and parity, with reduc- 
'tion,’’ was given out today at St. 
James’s Palace by the head of the 
Italian delegation to several hundred 
newspaper men gathered there. Just 
previously Signor Grandi had per- 
sonally delivered a copy of the mem- 
orandum to Ambassador de Fleuriau 
in the absence of the French delega- 
tion and dispatched copies to the 
heads of the other delegations. | 

The memorandum shows that the 
Italian delegation has not changed 
its viewpoint much during the month 
'since the conference was begun. In 
fact, Signor Grandi, submitting it to 
the journalists, twice repeated, ‘It 
ecntains nothing new,’’ and this fact 
was also borne out by its opening 
; words, ‘‘The Italian delegation con- 
firm their previous statements.” 

The figures quoted by Signor 
Grandi are considerably at variance 
with those submitted by M. Tardieu 
in his memorandum, the difference 
apparently being represented by 
ships being included in the French 
Navy which have already passed the 
age limits of twenty years for cruis- 
ers, sixteen for destroyers and thir- 
|teen for submarines. 

There was a large crowd of news- 
paper men waiting for Signor Grandi 
when he arrived at St. James’s Pal- 
ace to submit and explain his memo- 
randum. Speaking in English, he 
told them not to expect anything par- 
ticularly new, since Italy still stood 
on her original platform of reduction 
jand the one-power standard as far 
as Continental Europe was _ ¢con- 
cerned.

QUEST ION - What consideration 


and steps have been taken to relieve congestion on 
the electrified lines for the summer of 1930? 


ANSWER: Substantial improve- 


ment in service on the electrified lines is planned 
for the summer of 1930. 

The Company has purchased 40 additional 
cars at a cost of $1,140,000 which will be ready 
for delivery before June Ist, 1930, and which 
will provide 3,200 additional seats in the com- 
mission hours. 

As outlined in the Answer to Question 20, the 
Company is now operating, experimentally, five 
cars equipped with seats for three passengers on 
one side of the aisle and two passengers on the 
other side. 

In addition to the above and in order to im- 
prove the service to the public the Company is 
planning to change the door-control on cars 
now equipped with hand-operated levers to the 
push-button type of control. This will cost 
approximately $40,000 and will permit of more 
prompt opening and closing of doors at sta- 
tion stops. 

Changes are also planned in the door control 
mechanism so as to prevent the train being 
started with doors open. The estimated cost of 
these changes on all cars is $260,000. 

Another important improvement which will 
speed up service and reduce congestion in the 
vicinity of Jamaica is the elimination of grade 
crossings between Jamaica and Hillside. In 
connection with this the Company plans to 
increase the running tracks from 4 to 8, thus 
providing a four-track railroad from Jamaica 
to Floral Park, a two-track railroad leading 
East from Jamaica Station to points on the 
Montauk Division and a separate two-track 
railroad for freight service from the Montauk 
Division west of the Jamaica Station, through 
the Jamaica Station, to the large freight 
classification yard known as Holban Yard. 
This work, which is estimated to cost upwards 
of $6,900,000, of which the Railroad Company 
will pay $4,300,000, will also relieve traffic 
congestion on the highways leading from 
Jamaica to the south shore of Long Island 
which now cross the tracks at grade. The work 
was commenced in October, 1929, and is being 
prosecuted vigorously.

The Italian delegation confirm 
their previous statement. They 
consider their armaments should 
be exclusively defensive and should 
therefore be reduced to the lowest 
possible level. 

If the conference should not lead 
to agreements determining ratios 
of strength of the several navies 
and lowering the level of naval 
armaments, it will fail in its pur- 
pose and the hopes it has raised 
will be disappointed. Armament 
levels and ratios are the basis of 
the Washington Treaty and were 
the object of negotiations preced- 
ing and preparatory to the present 
conference. 


From the outset the Italian dele- 


gation has called the attention of 
the other delegations to these two 
points, which they considered not 
only essential to the ends of the 
conference but which are also inti- 


mately connected with determina- 
tion of the methods of limitation to 
be adopted. y 

With reference thereto the Italian 
delegation wish to restate that Italy 
is prepared, a priori, to accept as 
a limit for her armaments any 
figure, no matter how low, pro- 
vided it be not exceeded by any 
other Continental European power. 

Difficulties Confronting Italy. 

Italy’s geographical situation is 
particularly unfavorable. She has 
not the advantage of an ocean fron- 
tier, she is dependent for her very 
existence on supplies three-fourths 
of which are conveyed from over- 
seas along vulnerable trade routes 
dominated at short distances by 
naval bases of various powers. 

Moreover, Italy possesses no ex- 
tra-Mediterranean naval bases, a 
fact which renders the task of pre 
tecting her merchant shipping on 
the high seas particularly arduous. 
Italy’s problem is that of insuring 
her existence, and not only that of 
safeguarding distant territories 
subject to her sovereignty or in- 
fluence. Moreover, Italy, as a sig- 
natory of the Treaty of Locarno, 
has incurred, together with Great 
Britain, special international com- 
mitments to guarantee the peace 
of Continental Europe. 

Notwithstanding her greater and 
special defense needs, Italy is pre- 
pared to accept the self-limitation 
of her right to arm and to reduce 
her armament to any figure, how- 
ever low, provided it be not ex- 
ceeded by any European Continent- 
al power. 

She strongly advocates reduction 
of naval armaments because, as a 
member of the League of Nations 
and as one of the signatories of 
the Kellogg-Briand pact, Italy con- 
siders such reduction as the natu- 
ral outcome of those treaties. It is 
by reduction of armaments that 
nations can show the value they 
attach to the aforesaid treaties and 
prove their loyalty with the pledge 
they have given. The idea of an 
armed conflict with any power, 
whether represented or not at the 
London conference, is totally for- 


eign to the established naval power 
of Italy. 

The Italian delegation outlines 
below the application of the prin- 
ciples above set forth to the stage 
now reached in our negotiations, 
dealing first with vessels covered 
by the Washington Treaty and 
subsequently with the others. The 
suggestions that follow are natu- 
rally subject to the stipulation of 


| a general agreement. 


(A) Vessels Covered by Washington 
Treaty. 
(1) CAPITAL SHIPS. 

The Washington Treaty fixes the 
following ratios and total tonnages 
for capital ships: 

America, ratio 5, tonnage 525,000. 

The British Empire, ratio 5, ton- 
nage 525,000. 

Japan, ratio 3, tonnage 315,000. 

France, ratio 1.67, tonnage 175,000. 

Italy, ratio 1.67, tonnage 175,000. 

Under the treaty Italy was en- 
titled to retain the ten capital 
ships she had in 1922. She has 
voluntarily scrapped six without 
replacing them, remaining with 
four capital ships. Moreover, in 
October, 1928, she suggested that 
the signatory powers should post- 
pone until 1936 building the capital 
ships which each of them is en- 
titled to lay down during the pe- 
riod 1931-36. . 

The Italian Government—with- 
out prejudice to the agreements 
reached in Washington—maintains 
this suggestion, by which Italy 
would not lay down, for an agreed

Under the Washington Treaty 
Italy is entitled here and now to 
build up to the above figure of 
60,000 tons. The Italian delegation 
are, however, prepared to under- 
take not to exceed the aircraft 
carrier tonnage actually possessed 
at any given time by the strongest 
Continental power of Europe. 


(B) Vessels Not Covered by Wash- 
ington Treaty. 
The Italian delegation are pre- 


pared to undertake not to exceea 
the global tonnage of war vessels 
not covered by the Washington 
Treaty actually possessed at any 
given time by the strongest Euro- 
pean Continental power. They are 
likewise prepared to agree not to 
exceed the total tonnage of sub- 
marines actually possessed at any 
given time by such a power. 

The above undertakings exclude 
the possibility that Italy should at 
any time exceed the armaments of 
the strongest European Continental 
power. Moreover, they afford the 
best guarantee that Italy, far from 
standing in the way of the further 
reduction of armament, will, on the 
contrary, be instrumental thereto. 

The Italian delegation do not ex- 
clude the possibility that they might 
consent to more extensive methods 
of limitations should the confer-

ence agree to an actual reduction 
based on agreed ratios of strength. 
In the meantime they maintain 
the suggestion made at Geneva in 
April, 1927, to the effect that Italy 
is prepared to notify, six months 
at least before laying down a keel, 
the principal dimensions of each 
hull and characteristics of the main 
armament of each ship to be built, 
provided the other powers are will- 
ing to give a like undertaking. 

With special reference to sub- 
marines the Italian delegation re- 
call their statement to the effect 
that Italy has no objection to 
their abolition if a substantial 
reduction of naval armaments be 
secured covering the abolition of 
capital ships. The Italian delega- 
tion trust that in any case sub- 
marine tonnage will be reduced. 

The following table shows the 
present naval strength of the three 
European powers in vessels not 
covered by the Washington Treaty. 
This table gives the figures of all 
vessels laid down or completed, not 
exceeding the agreed age limits of 
twenty years for cruisers, sixteen 
for destroyers and thirteen for sub- 
marines.

The statement transmitted today 
by the Italian delegation to the 
American, British, French and 
Japanese delegations confirms and 
illustrates the Italian disarmament 
policy. With the statements re- 
cently made by the other delega- 
tions, the conference has begun 
to discuss the fundamental aspects 
of the problem. 

This is what the Italian delegates 
desired should have been done 
from the outset, when they asked 
to place on the agenda two points, 
namely, determination of ratios of 
strength of navies and determina- 
tion of the maximum level of

gation notes with satisfaction that 
the conference now is approaching 
these fundamental problems. 

The head of the Fascist Govern- 
ment has long ago summarized 
Italy’s disarmament policy in the 
following terms: 

“Italy is prepared, a priori, to 
accept as the limit for her arma- 
ments any figure, no matter how 
low, provided it be not exceeded 
by any other European Continental 
power.” 

This means that Italy is prepared 
to renounce her freedom of action 
in the matter of naval armaments 
to the full extent to which the other 
European Continental powers are 
prepared to go. The Italian policy 
is thus based on two fundamental 
principles: reduction and ‘‘one- 
power standard.”’ 

The Italian delegation consider 
that existing positions of security 
resulting from international acts of 
such wide scope as the Covenant 
of the League of Nations, the Lo- 
carno Treaty, and the Briand-Kel- 
logg pact, justify that downward 
limitation which public opinion in 
all countries demands. 

At the same time Italy’s geo- 
graphical position places her at 
such a disadvantage that the one- 
power standard represents the min- 
imum of her defensive require- 
ments. 

After stating these general prin- 
ciples the Italian delegation pro- 
ceed to examine them in relation 
to the present stage of work of the 
conference. For this purpose they 
deal separately with vessels lim- 
ited by the Washington treaty and 
with those not covered thereby. 

What the Delegation Propose. 

Briefly, the Italian delegation pro- 
pose: 

1. That the five powers postpone 
building capital ships that the 
Washington treaty entitles them to 
lay down during the period 1931-36. 
This would entail for Italy the post- 
poning of the building of 105,000 
out of 175,000 tons assigned her by 
the Washington treaty. 

2. The Italians are prepared to 
consider abolition of capital ships. 

3. They are prepared to under- 
take not to exceed the total air- 
craft carrier tonnage actually pos- 
sessed by the strongest European 
Continental power. 

4. They are prepared to under- 
take not to exceed the global ton- 
nage of vessels, not covered by the 
Washington treaty, possessed by 
the strongest European Continental 
power and also not to exceed at 
any time the total tonnage of such 
vessels actually possessed by said 
power. Italy would thus accept any 
reduction that such power might 
make during the life of the con- 
vention. 

5. They are prepared to give simi- 
lar ae as regards the 
total tonnage of submarines. 

6. They are prepared to maintain 
the suggestion already made at 
Geneva to notify, six months at 
least before the laying down of 
keel, the principal dimensions of 
the hull and the characteristics of 
the main armament of each ship to 
be built. 

7. They are prepared to examine 
favorably the proposal for total abo- 
lition of submarines in connection 
with the possibility of effecting a 
substantial reduction in armaments, 
including the abolition of capital 
ships. 

Finally the Italian delegation 
would be prepared to consider more 
extensive methods of limitation 
should the conference come to 


ratios of strength. 
Strength of Respective Navies. 


To the Italian statement is ap- 
pended a table showing the jean 
naval strength of Great Britain, 
France and Italy in vessels not cov- 
ered by the Washington treaty. 
This table gives the figures of all 
vessels actually building or com- 
pleted of the three fleets, exclusive 
of those authorized and of those 
having exceeded the agreed age 
limits. 

The British Empire has com- 
pleted and is building 288 light 
surface vessels, with tonnage of 
548,282; France 93, of 231, ton- 
nage; Italy 110 of 227,846 tons. 

Of submarines, the British Em- 
pire has completed 53 of 45,534 
tons, is building 10, with tonnage 
of 14.750—a total of 63 tonnage of 
60,284; France has completed 44, 
with tonnage of 31,984, is building 
47, with tonnage of 49,783—a total 
of 91, tonnage of 81,767; Italy has 
completed 43, tonnage of 27,263, is 
building 14, tonnage of 9,825—a 
total of 57 with tonnage of 37,088. 

The above figures show that: 

1. The total of Italian light sur- 
face vessels tonnage is 320,436 tons 
less than the British and 3,459 tons 
less than the French. 

2. The completed Italian subma- 
rine tonnage is approximately 
18,271 tons less than the British 
and 4,721 tons less than the French, 
The difference for submarines laid 
down is very great, the French 
figures far exceeding British and 
Italian. 


SENATOR ROBINSON'S SPEECH.

in London today given by the Asso- 


ciation of American Correspondents: 


In asking me to discuss ‘‘What 
the United States Expects of the 
London Conference” you have as- 


signed a task which is difficult to 
verform in the limited time which 
it is appropriate to speak. 

Always one’s interpretation of 
public opinion is likely to be influ- 
enced by his personal bias or 
prejudice. This is a form of van- 
ity unconsciously yet frequently in- 
dulged by speakers. In the ab- 
sence of authentic evidence of the 
state of the public mind touching 
any subject one necessarily avails 
of those sources of information 
which he believes reflective of gen- 
eral thought. It is in the choice 
of these sources that one may 
yield to the agencies most nearly 
in harmony with his own position. 

There exist in the United States 
as in other countries groups hold- 
ing decisive but diverse opinions 
touching matters pertaining to the 
best methods for the promotion of 
international peace and good-will 
—groups whose convictions are at 
variance with what may be accept- 
ed as the consensus of opinion 
among the passes. These groups 
embrace members somewhat con- 
temptuously designated by those of 
opposing notions as ‘‘pacifists,’’ 
“‘internationalists’”’ and ‘‘big navy” 
champions. 

It does not appear necessary to 
elaborate this classification or to 
enter upon an explanation of the 
distinctions since the terms are 
suggestive of the general principles 


which distinguish the groups. More- 


over, if it is possible to state what 
the public in the United States ex-

pects this conference to accom- 
lish, such a statement necessarily 
mplies that these various groups, 
taken singly or combined, are not 
true guides to accurate conclu- 
sions, but are to be regarded as 
representative of policies not ap- 
proved by the body of our citizens. 


What American People Expect. 


In spite of the notable groups 
referred to and others whose posi- 
tions are irreconcilable as to what 
the conference should do, the great 
majority of our population who 
have given thought to the ques- 
tions involved have a fairly well- 
defined and harmonious impres- 
sion of the range of possible 
achievements, and disappointment 
will be inevitable if the decisions 
depart very widely from their con- 
victions of what is reasonable and 


practicable. With these thoughts 
in mind the following seem true: 

First—The American people in 
mass realize that permanent 
peace is inseparable from confi- 
dence in security. They believe 
that the fair limitation of all 
classes of armament by treaaty 
will of itself add to and stir up 
national security and promote good 
will upon which lasting peace must 
rest. There is one principle almost 
universally achered to; namely, 
competition in armament is calcu- 
lated to arouse fear and may lead 
to war, hence the primary purpose 
for which the London conference 
was convened is heartily support- 
ed. We are expected to agree on 
= for the limitation of all 
ighting ships. 

Second—They not only believe 
that the prevention of competition 
should be extended to all forms of 
combat vessels, but that when just 
and well-considered limitaticn has 
been assured it will prove helpful 
in arranging for reductions which 
would be impossible unless all cate- 
gories are limited. 

Third—Our people anticipate the 
extension of the arrangement in 
the Washington treaty for capital 
ships so as to establish the same 
relation substantially between the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan ig cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines as now exists with re- 
gard to capital ships. ‘‘Parity’’ or 
equality in naval armament as be- 
tween Great Britain and _ the 
United States is accepted as log- 
ical for the avoidance of possible 
competition between the two pow- 
ers. 

Fourth—They believe that when 
the limitation of cruisers, destroy- 
ers and submarines is in plain 
sight further reductions in battle- 
ships below the Washington treaty 
plan will be logical and desirable. 

Fifth—Our people realize that war 
cannot be made a pleasant pas- 
time, but they would like to see 
inventive genius diverted from ef- 
forts to produce more deadly 
weapons through agreements to re- 
frain from the use of such agencies 
and instruments as neither cour- 
age nor skill can effectively resist. 
They have comprehended the in- 
human character of the subma- 
rines’ attack against merchant 
ships without regard to safety of 
crews and passengers; and quite 
generally condemn bombardments 
from the air directed against un- 
fortified cities and noncombatants. 
Americans and other peoples are 
becoming conscious of the amazing 
absurdity of exhausting scientific 
efforts to invent more deadly and 
destructive weapons of war, while 
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_

to join in guarantees cf security 
respecting areas remote from terri- 
tory or possessions of the United 
States. Americans realize that no 
power will deliberately violate its 
undertaking for the limitation or 
reduction of armaments. They be- 
lileve that no sanction is necessary 
to assure the good faith perfor- 
mance of any treaty for that pur- 
pose, 

This attitude does not imply in- 
difference or lack of sympathy for 
the problems of others. It is 
grounded on the American concep- 
tion of sound policy and constitu- 
tional limitations. 


We are at peace with all man- 
kind and confidently expect this 
condition indefinitely to continue. 
There exists no secret motive on 
our part against any people. We 


at the same time seeking in every 
possible way to repair the injuries 
and mitigate the sufferings of the 
victims of studied cruelty and in- 
humanity. 

Sixth—Ameriecan public 6pinion 
strongly supports a policy of re- 
during naval armament, and they 
will be slow to accept any arrange- 
ment which does not have this end 
in view. They will realize, how- 
ever, that by the limitation now of 
the categories left unregulated in 
the Washington treaty and by fur- 
ther reduction of capital ships be- 
low the number in that treaty we 
may point the way to further con- 
ferences when it has been demon- 
strated that security is more likely 
to be found in reduced than in un- 
limited programs for naval arma- 
ment. 


Opposed to Foreign Entanglements. 

Seventh—My understanding is 
that the people of the United 
State quite generally adhere to the 
traditional policy of our govern- 
ment to avoid if possible involve- 
ment in European politics. They 


would repudiate emphatically any 
treaty expressly or impliedly obli- 
gating our government to employ 
the army or the navy for the en- 
forcement of obligations assumed 
by other nations. It is for this rea- 
son that they do not encourage 
their delegates to this conference 


and spirit with the pledge not to 
resort to war as an instrument of 
nat.onal policy, and to seek the 
settlement of any dispute that may 
arise by only peaceful means. 

We cannot understand the con- 
sistency in wars to enforce the 
peace. We believe that the dizg- 
nity, independence and security of 
nations, certainly of our own, lies 
along the pathway of cooperation, 
mutlal understanding and the em- 
ployment of good offices. These 
are calculated to preserve peace 
without undue impairment of sov- 
ereignty.

It is set in 
Westchester, which shares with Long 
Island the more modish of the thea-| 
tre’s infidelities; and, like ‘Paris 
Bound,’’ it proposes to discover 
whether one lapse from constancy is 
worth the high price of divorce. Mr. 
Abbott has written it with S. K. 
Lauren, whose script it was origi- 
nally. Although it has long stretches 
of commonplace writing, of banalities 
in structure and of understatement 
that verges upon hollowness, it has 
nevertheless a certain integrity on 
the essential subjects and several in- 
cidents of affecting emotion. Among 
other things, it discloses Armina 
Marshall as an actress of uncommon 
abilities. As the sinned-against wife, 
she gives a splendid performance in 
terms of poignant, womanly emotion. 

On this occasion the chief trans- 
gressor is Frederick Wiliston, 
popular novelist, husband of May 
Williston, a writer of books on music. 
Since her profession is a noisy one 
and his flourishes upon silence, she 
lives most of the time in New York 
while he inhabits their remodeled 
barn in Westchester.

Just where 
infidelity begins and just where it 
leaves off may be easily decided by 
the courts, but in life it is a matter 
less compact and tangible than the 
drama implies. And you have met 
the Westchester wastrels and their 
ntourage so frequently in the theatre | 
that it is always disheartening to go 
all over that dialogue again. But the | 
characterizations of the Willistons 
appeal to your sense of authenticity; | 
they are underwritten, which has 
become a virtue in the bedlam of} 
shrill Broadway overstatement. And 
the characterization of the Williston 
boy of school age is a minor triumpn 
in reticent charm. He is a winning} 
lad, not only because Edwin Phillips 
plays him with sunny good humor, 
but because the authors have drawn 
him with sympathetic understand- 
ing.

The earlier dispute between the | 
two statistical bureaus had no great | 
importance in itself.

He went so far as 
to speak of an “inclination,” which 
he saw “developing in some quar- 
ters,” to “make politics out of the 
unemployment situation.” Mr. DAVIS, 
who has now had to recognize the 
accuvacy of figures on which was 
based the criticism of his previous 
statement, has himself to thank for 
being put in a false pdsition. Justly 
or unjustly, his own attitude of a 
month ago is now likely to be 
regarded by the general public as an 
effort to make the business situation 
seem better than it was. No doubt, 
even if that were true, it would indi- 
cate an official whose heart was in 
the right place. But we do not 
create statistical bureaus with a 
view to the emotions. 

Admittedly, it is not an agreeable 
situation which the department’s 
figures today seem to indicate. 
January’s decrease of nearly 2 per 
cent in manufacturing employment 
brings the total decrease since Sep- 
tember to 12 per cent. The actual 
ratio of existing employment to that 
of 1926, which the department takes 
as its statistical basis, is the lowest 
of any month since these returns 
began to be compiled at the end of 
1922. It is not greatly below the 
ratio of one or two months at the 
end of 1927, or of two midsummer 
months in 1924, but it actually

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Sir Esme 
Howard, for the last six years British 
; Ambassador to the United States, 
| closed his career here today and went 
to New York City preparatory to 
sailing for England Saturday on the 
Majestic. His departure marked the 
end of an active diplomatic career, 
extending over forty-four years, as 
he is retiring under the age law, He 
is 66 years old. 

Sir Esme presented his letters of 
recall to President Hoover at the 
White House and then said farewell 
to Joseph P. Cotton, acting Secretary 
of State. 

With Lady Isabella, he departed for 
New York this afternoon, being 
escorted to the train by the staffs of 
the British Embassy and the lega- 
tions of the British dominions, repre- 
sentatives of the Foreign Diplomatie 
Corps, and by Mr. Cotton and Wilbur 
J. Carr, Assistant Secretary of State, 
as the representatives of the Amer- 
ican Government. 

In New York, Sir Esme and Lady 
Isabella will be the guests of an old 
friend,. John Gadde. 

The retiring Ambassador had no 
special comment to make upon leav- 
ing the capital, reserving his views 
for incorporation in an address he 
will make tomorrow night at the 
annual dinner of the Pilgrims So- 
ciety. He will be a guest with Sir 
John Broderick, commercial coun- 
selor of the British Embassy, at a 
luncheon of the British Empire 
Chamber of Commerce in New York 


/on Friday. 


Accompanying Sir Esme to New 
York today, in addition to Sir John, 
were T. A. Shone, first secretary of 
the embassy, and Michael Wright, 
third secretary, who has also served 
as personal secretary to the Am 
bassador. 


Sir Esme Served Six Years Here, 


Until the arrival Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, the new Ambassador, the 
embassy will be in charge of Ronald 
Ian Campbell, counselor, Sir Ron- 
ald, who has been serving as per- 
mament Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, 1s expected here in 
a few weeks, the exact time prob- 
| ably depending on the completion 
this Spring of the new British Em- 
bassy on Massachusetts Avenue. 

Sir Esme was appointed Ambassa- 
dor to the United States Feb, 22, 
1924. His period of six years was 
the longest ever served by a British 
Ambassador to the United States 
with the exception of Lord Paunce- 
fote of Preston and Viscount Bryce. 

The retiring Ambassador has the 
satisfaction of realizing that Anglo- 
American relations were never on a 
better plane than at present and he 
is leaving the United States with the 
cordial good wishes of a host of of- 
ficial and unofficial friends as well 
as of the people generally. 

Sir Esme intends to follow the avo- 
eation of bookbinder in the leisure 
of his retirement. It is understood 
he and Lady Isabella plan to spend 
much of their time in Italy.

Ashkenas Accused of Manslaughter 
—General Inquiry Planned.

He said that District 
Attorney Crain had been asked to 
appear today to discuss the inquiry. 
Evidence already submitted to the 
Grand Jury, according to Mr. Good- 
stein, disclosed the existence ‘‘of de- 
plorable conditions in the garment 
zone during the strike.”’ 

The evidence before the grand 
jury showed that Mr. Rothenberg 
was struck in the chest. He fell 
backward, striking his head against 
the sidewalk, and died in Bellevue 
Hospital several hours later. 

There are two versions of how 
Rothenberg went to his death. 
Fellow manufacturers in the build- 
ing at 1,412 Broadway asserted that 
he was lured to Broadway and 
Thirty-ninth Street, where he was 
attacked. Another version is that 
after his employes, who were shut 
out of the building by a crowd of 
pickets, telephoned to him he went 
across the street and was struck 
during an altercation.

Noted Matematician Leaves Ser- 
vice at 64—He Was Head of 
the Mare Island Station.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Thomas 
Jefferson Jackson See, the noted 
astronomer who, as a Captain in the 
navy, has been in charge of the naval 
chronometer and time station at 
Mare Island, Cal., for the past 
twenty-seven years, retired from ac- 
tive service today on reaching the 
statutory age of 64 years. 


Captain See, whose opposition to | 
the Einstein theory of relativity has | 


brought him prominently before the 
public in recent years, entered the 
navy as Professor of Mathematics in 
1899, and had charge of the e 
torial telescope at the Naval Observa- 
tory here from 1899 to 1902. For a 
year he was then Professor of 
Mathematics at the Naval Academy, 
and in 1903 was assigned to Mare 
Island, where he has carried out 
valuable mathematical and astronom- 
ical work for the navy and for sci- 
ence generally. 

Born in Missouri, he was graduated 
from the University of Missouri in 
1899 and later received his Master’s 
and Doctor’s degrees from the Uni- 
versity of Berlin.

Individuals Take Over Stocks. 


“It being impossible, however, to 
secure the gas and electric proper- 
ties without some arrangement with 


respect to the street railway proper- 
ties, individuals connected with the 
Associated Gas and Electric Com- 
pany volunteered to take over the 
stocks of the street railway compa- 
nies. In doing this they acted for 
the account of the Railway and Bus 
Associates, a common law trust. 

“They were advised by counsei 
that this arrangement in no way 
contravened the Public Service Com- 
mission law, as it did not involve the 
acquisition of stocks of street raii- 
way companies by any stock corpo- 
ration. 

“After a further examination of 
the affairs of the street railway com- 
panies and a thorough study of their 
prospects it became apparent to the 
new interests that receiverships of 
the New York State Railways and 
United Traction Company were prac- 
tically inevitable and that the only 
proper thing to do was to advise 
their security holders promptly of 
the situation with fairness and can- 
dor. In doing so, however, the new 
interests probably incurred consid- 
erable hostility from security hold- 
ers who had not kept in touch with 
the real facts, or refused to believe 
them, 


Action of Commission, 
“Shortly after the commencement 
of the receiverships of New York 
State Railways and United Traction 


Company the Public Service Commis- | 


sion instituted investigations to as- 
certain whether the stocks of these 
companies and Schenectady Railway 
Company had been acquired by a 
stock corporation in violation of the 
Public Service Commission law. The 
situation in this respect has been 
testified to before the commission as 
stated above. 

“It is quite apparent, however, 
from the evidence which the com- 
mission has itself introduced in this 
proceeding and its line of inquiry 
from witnesses that the Public Ser- 
vice Commission is endeavoring to 
broaden the scope of its inquiry into 
matters over which it has no juris- 
diction and many of which must 
ioubtless ultimately be presented to 
the United States District Court for 
its determination.”’

To Stop Theft of Securities 


A warning to stock brokers to 
require their messengers to use 
wallets in carrying securities in- 
stead of hastily thrusting the se- 
curities into their pockets was is- 
sued yesterday by Vincent Cullen, 
vice president of the National 
Surety Company. Mr. Cullen said 
that at least 40 per cent of the 
losses in Wall Street might be 
avoided by proper care in making 
deliveries. He cited several in- 
stances in which messengers had 
been robbed by pickpockets, 

‘“‘We have also paid some sub 
stantial losses,’’ Mr. Cullen said, 
“due to the custom of allowing 
messengers to deliver negotiable 
securities without getting receipts, 
This gives a dishonest messenger 
a chance to steal the securities 
and say he had delivered them. If 
some one in the house receiving 
the securities is dishonest, there 
is no proof of whether the messen- 
ger or the receiving clerk com- 
mitted the theft.’’

BY STANDARD OIL

New Jersey Company Declares | 


Industry Is Menaced by 
Surplus Stocks. 


REVIEWS GASOLINE MARKET | 


Asserts Accumulation Continues 


Despite Increase in the Sup- 
plies Last Year. 


Answering charges that its recent 
downward revision of crude oil prices 
was unwarranted, the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey in the cur- 
rent issue of its house organ, The 
Lamp, says that conservation and 
the prosperity of the industry “‘cannot 
be realized while additions are being 
made to the already burdensome 
stocks.”’ 

‘‘The immediate problem before the 
industry,’’ says the Standard of New 
| Jersey, ‘‘is to effect a material de- 
crease in the present surplus stock 
of gasoline.’’ The company’s opera- 
tions, it adds, ‘‘are in balance, and 
its stocks of gasoline as well as crude 
are less than they were at this time 
a year ago.’’ 

Referring to recent criticisms of its 
crude oil price revision policy, the 
Standard of New Jersey says it “‘ac- 
cepts these expressions as sincere 
and in the Interest of conservation 
and sets forth the situation which 
forced this action.’’ 

“It has been represented,’’ the com- 
pany states, ‘‘that the revision was 
not justified by conditions and that 
it would cause the withdrawal of 
support from the conservation move- 
ment. Whatever difference of opin- 
ion may exist as to the responsibility 
for the surplus stocks overhanging 
the market, there is a unanimity of 
view that these stocks are oppres- 
sively large and that if they continue 
to increase they will materially af- 
fect the result of this year’s opera- 
tions. Stocks of gasoline in storage 
increased in 1929 to a total of 43,000,- 
000 barrels at the end of the year. 
In January they were’ further aug- 
mented, and the process of accumu- 
lation continues. Such a situation 
plainly forecasts a repetition of the 
experience of previous years, when 
excessive runs to stills in the Winter 
months reacted adversely upon the 
gasoline market during the season of 
large consumption. 

“The Standard Oil Company (N. 
J.) tnrough its affiliated companies, 
in addition to its own production, is 
p'irchasing each day large quantities 
of crude oil at the posted prices. On 
the other hand, a number of the 
other companies with refineries on 
the Gulf or in the Mid-Continent 
field are producers of crude in an 
amount equal to or in excess of their 
own refinery runs. They are, there 
fore, more concerned with the posted 
price of crude as sellers than as buy 
ers. These producer-refiners hav« 
been able to sell products at price: 
below the equivalent of the posted 
price of crude at the wells plus trans- 
portation and manufacturing cost. 

‘‘When refinery runs exceed mar- 
ket needs and create a surplus of 
products sufficient to depress the 
wholesale price of gasoline, the valuc 
of crude is being reduced even 
though the posted price is un 
changed. This is what happened: 
On June 7 last the weighted average 
wholesale price for United States 
motor gasoline in Group 3 (Oklaho- 
ma) as reported by Platt’s Oilgram 
was 9.25 cents per gallon. At the 
time of the revision in the postca 
price of crude on Jan. 15 the price 
as reported by the same authority 
had declined to 6.58 cents—a reduc- 
tion of 2.67 cents per gallon. The 
Bureau of Mines reports an average 
yield from Mid-Continent crude of 
more than twenty-one gallons of gas- 
oline per forty-two-gallon barrel. 
Therefore, with no change in the 
posted price, the actual value of this 
grade of crude had been reduced 56 
cents per barrel by the decline in the 
wholesale price of gasoline. 
“Fluctuations in the price of crude 
and all other commodities are not 
ultimately controlled by individuals 
porations, but by conditions. 
The economics of any business may 
run contrary to the general trend of 
prices of raw material and products 
for a time, but in the end such an 
unsound condition must succumb to 
correction by the law of supply and 
demand. Since the only measure of 
the value of crude is the price real- 
ized for the products, the companies 
affiliated with Standard Oil Com- 
pany (N. J.) found it necessary to 
adjust their posted prices at which 
they would purchase crude to 4 gas- 
oline market that had been steadily 
declining. * * * 

“This company is not now, 
never has been, interested in de- 
pressing the price of crude oil. Its 
producing investment is of such size 
that the company is seriously af- 
fected when posted prices for crude 
are at an unremunerative level. But 
by virtue of its activities as a mer- 
chant this company is keenly aware 
of the unescapable fact that the pre- 
vailing price of a barrel of crude 
cannot be for any considerable period ! 
more than the total realization from | 
the sale of the products obtained 
therefrom.”

Figures This Month Show Rise 
Begun Jan. 6 Is Continuing, 
Labor Department Reports. 


LEVEL FELL IN JANUARY 


Decline of 2.6 Per Cent From De- 
eomber Mark Was Largely 
Seasonal, it le Held.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Employ- 
ment in the eight major industrial 
groups—manufacturing, coal mining, 
metalliferous mining, quarrying, pub- 
lic utilities, trade, hotels and can- 
ning—decreased 2.6 per cent in Janu- 
, as compared with December, 
and payrolls fell off 5.4 per cent, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the De- 
artment of Labor reported today. 
his condition, the bureau said, was 

to a considerable extent seasonal. 
In the manufacturing industry the 
situation was considerably more fa- 
vorable than for all industries 


grouped. the decrease in employment |
